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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 10-22, and 24-26 allowed. 

1 . The claimed method is particularly directed towards creating an amorphous 
aluminosilicate composition and the product of this composition. The previous art used 
to reject these claims came from Poncelet, who taught a similar process but included a 
heating step below 100C. The instant claims are directed towards a similar process 
without this heating step, where the ripening stage is followed only by another stage at 
ambient temperatures. It is appreciated that a temperature below 100C would include 
those temperatures seen as ambient, but according to the Affidavit submitted by Ms. 
STEPHANIE Desrousseaux, the step known as the heating step in Poncelet would 
NEVER reach completion at an ambient temperature, as it is stated that the heating 
step in Poncelet should occur until crystallization is completed. Therefore, the 
disclosure of Poncelet is completely unsatisfactory at these ranges since the product of 
Poncelet is directed towards only those aluminosilicates that are crystalline in nature. 
Therefore, this process does not work at ambient temperatures, and thus the claimed 
matter is not obvious or anticipated by Poncelet. Furthermore, the specific 
aluminosilicates claimed are not found within the prior art. Finally, the product claims 
have been amended so as not to include a generic product but only those with the 
specific Raman spectrum as seen in claims 24 and 25.
